DISTRICT NO.1. 


Onmarces B. Sargent, Prudential Committee. 


The school in this district was taught by Miss Emma F. Chase in 
two terms of 10 and 13 weeks. Whole number of pupils attending 
first term, 14; second term, 11; average daily attendance, 11 for the 
first term, 10 for the second. All attended to reading and spelling, 
9 to penmanship, 9 to arithmetic, 3 to geography, 2 to grammar, 3 to 
composition. Number of visits by parents and citizens, 21. Wages 
paid teacher per month, $24; miscellaneous expenses, $9.70; money 
not expended, $2.30; cost for exch scholar, $14. The school in this 
district opened under not very favorable circumstances, but by the 
persevering effort of the teacher, she succeeded far better than I ex- 
pected, and, at the close of the fall term, there was good order, and 
the scholars had made very marked progress in their studies. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Wy. C. Noves, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Mary E. Eaton, 22 weeks—10 the 
first term and 12 the second. Whole number of pupils attending 
first term, 12; second term, 13; average daily attendance, 10 for both 
terms; all attended to reading and spelling, 9 to penmanship, 8 to 
arithmetic, 8 to geography, 2 to grammar, 2 to history, 2 to compo- 
sition, 1 to physiology. Number of visits by parents and citizens, 21. 
Wages paid teacher per month, $24; miscellaneous expenses, $11.50; 
money not expended $6.50; tuition for each scholar, $12.50. This 
was a good school from beginning to end; the teacher was faithful 
and the scholars made good progress. The order in this school was 
remarkably good.

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DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Moses B. Stevens, Prudential Committee. 


This school was taught by Miss Minnie E. Stevens in two terms of 
9 and 13 weeks. Whole number of pupils attending first term, 9; 
second term, 11; average daily attendance, 7 for both terms; all at- 
tended to reading and spelling, 7 to penmanship, 9 to arithmetic, 5 
to geography 3 to grammar, 1 to history, 6 to composition, 1 to 
drawing, 10 to vocal music. Number of visits by parents and 
citizens, 45. Wages paid teacher per month, $24; miscellcneous ex- 
penses, $10.95; money not expended, $7.05; tuition for each scholar, 
$13.63. This was Miss Stevens’ first experience in school teaching. 
In my several visits to this school I have always found the scholars 
quiet and studious, answering all questions promptly, and what they 
had been over was apparently well understood. I have seen noth- 
‘ing to condemn in this school. 

I very much regret the unpleasantness that exists in some of the 
districts in town. It is almost impossible to have a profitable school 
unless the teacher has the united support of the whole district. 

In looking over my reports for several years past, I find several! 
remedies suggested for our small schools. But, neither the town or 
the districts have seen fit to make any move to get out of the old rut. 
Perhaps the time has not yetcome. We are not so bad off as some 
of the towns in our State On referring to the last report of the Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruction, he says: ‘‘If the Legislature de- 
clines in the future, as it has in the past, to make any change, | 
must urge the uniting of districts under the law as it now stands. 
The continuous outdrift of the inhabitants from the farming towns 
renders such action imperative if we would save the old time intelli- 
gence and thrift of the State. It will b> an unfortunate day when 
the wealth and influence of the country are absorbed by the cities, 
and when the business and political power of the land fall into the 
control of great centres and corporations. The tendency is in thxt 
direction, and can only be counteracted by superior force and intelli 
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gence in the rural population. I have visited a large, well ordered 


house, fitted to hold fifty scholars, where I found only three lonely 
children the entire pupilage of the district, and there are districts in 
the State where once there were seventy and a hundred scholars, but 


where today there is not one. In almost every town there are | 


schools which should be united and where, with such a change, the 
present school tax should furnish the children with longer and better 
schools, and pay for the transportation of the more distant to and 
from school. In some places it would seem to be advisable to pro- 
vide primary schools for the smaller children in easily agcessible lo- 
calities, and one or more schools in central positions, in which all the 
larger scholars of the town could pursue the branches of a higher 
education, under competent teachers and with no additional expense. 


In this way something of the advantages of a graded system might 


be enjoyed even by the sparsely settled towns of the State.” 


I understand the Selectmen have inserted an article in the warrant 


for the next town meeting, to raise two hundred dollars extra for 
schools this year. Do we need any more money for this purpose? 
Not if what the law requires us to raise is rightly applied Last year 
we had $750 school money, divided equally among the five districts. 
Fifty-six scholars attended these schools; 29 of this number were 10 
years of age and above. One-half of the sum raised ($375) would 
have kept a school three terms of 12 weeks each, for these 29 gchol- 
ars, and pay a teacher $36 a month, and have $51 left for miscellane- 


ous expenses. The other half ($375) would have kept a term of 


15 1-2 weeks in each of the four out-lying districts, for the other 27 
children, under !0 years of age, paying the teachers $24 per month. 
We have all the school houses (and well located) that we need, in 
order to carry: into operation some plan by which we shall get larger 
returns for our moncy expended for schools. I ask you to at least 
think of this matter, and, when the time does come, act.
